The better part of v.alcjr is discretion j 
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to the justice of the conviction. 

If no appeal is allowed, or no new 
trial ordered, the convicted person 
must suffer the punishment that has 
been awarded him, unless indeed the 
governor-general is advised by the 
minister of justice, or in capital cases 
by the government, to exercise the 
royal prerogative of mercy, and mod¬ 
ify the sentence, or pardon the pris¬ 
oner, which is only done under very 
exceptional circumstances.

officer of the court to consider their 
verdict. When they have decided 
they come into court, and after each 
has answered to his name, they, 
through their foreman, declare 
whether the prisoner is “guilty,' 1 or 
“not guilty,” When they cannot 

agree, and the court is satisfied that 
it is useless to keep them any longer, 
they are discharged from attendance, 
and a new jury may be drawn from 
the panel and the accused tried again 
or the trial postponed on such condi¬ 
tions as justice may require. Some¬ 
times in giving a verdict of guilty the 
Jury * may consider some circum¬ 
stances justify them in adding «u re- 
mmendation of mercy. While this 
does not prevent the passing of the 
sentence it in most cases affects the 
punishment imposed by the judge. 

Usually the judge has a discretion, 
within certain limits, as to the penal¬ 
ty he imposes, but in cases of high 
treason or murder he has no such 
discretion. A recommendation to 
mercy, if made in a case where the 
punishment is death, is submitted to 
the government when they are con¬ 
sidering whether the sentence should 
be carried out or not. 


es to explain or contradict new state 
ments made by the defendant’s wit 
nesses.’ If there are no witnesses 
for the defence the plaintiffs counsel 
sums up the evidence, and the de¬ 
fendant’s counsel replies. 

Sometimts the judge may order a 
“non-suit”; that is, dismiss the suit 
on the ground that the plaintiff has 
failed to make out his cast. 

When the evidence is given on both 
sides, the counsel for the defendant 
sums up, and the counsel for the 
plaintiff replies. If the case is one 
for a jury, the judge makes such ob¬ 
servations as he deems proper and 
instructs the jury as to the law of 
the case. 

The jury then retire to their room 
to consider their verdict, which will 
be a decision on the facts, the law 
of the case they must take from the 
judge. 

If they have decided for the plain¬ 
tiff or defendant they return, and 
through their foreman give their ver¬ 
dict. If they cannot agree, and the 
judge is of opinion that there is no 
probability of their coming to an 
agreement, they are discharged from 
attendance, and the case has to be 
tried again before a new jury. 

Speaking generally, the costs are 
paid by the person who has lost his 
suit. This has however, to be de¬ 
cided by the court according to its 
descretion and the circumstances of 
the case. 

The law gives suitors in most cases 
an opportunity of appeal to the court

A plaintiff or defendant may con¬ 
duct his own case, btt when he is 
not a lawyer the wis^ course is to 
employ a professional man. A per¬ 
son charged with a criminal offence 
also has the right to d^end'himself. 

In criminal cases, involving life 
and liberty, the justice proceeds with 
the greatest care. It is the duty of 
the crown prosecutor—*to take all 
steps that the lajv requires for the 
trial of a prison*^ after* he is com¬ 
mitted for trial by a magistrate on 
a criminal offence.

L nd the judge finally 
reviews the evid ?n ce with strict im¬ 
partiality and explains the law.

In actions between persons for the 
settlement of dispute, th© one who 
commences the suit for redress is 
called the plaintiff (from the French 
word meaning one who complains), 
and the other who is asked to give 
tat redress or to defend his refusal 
is the defendant (from a French and 
Latin word meaning to ward off, or 
defend. 

The plantiff obtains from an officer 
of a court a writ of summons and a 
statement of the claim, and these are 
served on the defendant, who has to 
put his defence in the form required 
by law, in certain cases one or both 
of the parties can make further 
statements. 

When the case is ready for trial, 
and is called by the officer of the 
court, the (counsel for the plaintiff 
explains the nature of the claim at 
issue. He then calls upon his wit- 
ntsses, who are examined ont after 
the other by himself, and cross-ex- 
Rimfined by the defendant’s counsel to 
break down their testimony if pos¬ 
sible, or to bring out points in favor 
of the defendant’s side. Then, when 
the evidence for the plaintiff is all 
in, the defendant may cal.’ and ex- 
cmine his witnesses, who are cross- 
examined in turn by the plaintiff’s 
counsel, and in certain cases tht 
plaintiff may call additional witness

The Financial Statement for the 
year ending Dec. 31st 1921 was placed 
before th»t council by the Secy.-Treas 
After so/mie consideration it was de 
cided to withhold the acceptance of 
the statement until the next meeting 
as by that time the council will have 
had time to look over it thoroughly. 

Through the Auditor’s notices hav¬ 
ing been made out wrongfully and 
another set of notices having to be 
ordered in a hurry an error which 
was on the new notices was not notic¬ 
ed. This is .that the penalty on un¬ 
paid taxes will be recinded until May 
31st. This is not so as the ’Councicl 
did not take advantage of the recent 
act in the Legislature in this regard 
and the penalty remains placed as at 
January 1st as heretofore. The Secy, 
is extremely sor r y that this error was 
not noticed before the Auditors no¬ 
tices were sent forward from Battle- 
ford .

Professor Wyatt 
On Southern 

Soils Survey 


This gentleman made some inter¬ 
esting statements on a topical sub¬ 
ject. He had been one of the party 
told off by the late Federal Govern¬ 
ment to bring back a report of the 
soil possibilities of the wind blown 
areas in the South.. He came armed 
with maps of the wind blown areas, 
and if we were farming in these areas 
we wouldn’t enjoy nearing his report 
much. Over a largi area the soil has 
lost its fibrous matter to the extent 
that blowing is inevitable, and the 
area is widening eabh year. Deeper 
plowing which has'; been tried as a 
preventative -reveals,the subsoil to be 
almost as fertile in humus as the top 
strata used to be, tut even the most 
optimistic acknowledge it can only be 
a matter of a few years till it be¬ 
comes depleted of its wind re¬ 
sistant substances, .‘ind the old trou 
ble with the wtind v’ill begin all over 
again, of necessity making the end 
worse than the beginning, both soils 
having been used up' by that time. 

The big idea is to get back the or¬ 
iginal organic mater^to the soil. The 
growing of leguminous plants, by 
reason of their power to attract ni¬ 
trogen is the remedy recommended, 
but in the present depleted condition 
of the soil, their Success would be 
unertain, unless a plenteous rainfall 
could be assured. ;Artificial rainfall 
in the form of irrigation ditches 
seems to be the ohly remedy, and 
even this ‘first aid tci drouth’ can only 
be a doubtful benefi( until an effect¬ 
ual drainage system to prevent soil 
souring, has been arranged for. 

In the case of alfalfa, or even clov¬ 
er, soil inoculation ivould be necess¬ 
ary, and the success of this form of 
land culture depends^ on the condi¬ 
tion of tillage, (as^^ards moisture,

It consists of a piece of 
good grade tar paper, three inches in 
diameter, cut either in circular or 
hexagonal (six-sided) pattern, with 
a single straight cut from the edge to 
the centre. At the cenlre a crow’s 
foot may, if desired, be cut with the 
three incisions one-sixth of an inch 
In length. 

This simple device is placed around 
the stem of the growing plant, cab¬ 
bage, tomato, or as the case may be, 
resting upon the ground. It is claim¬ 
ed that this prevents the grubs of the 
cutworm from reaching their natural 
feeding place, the roots. The eggs 
from w'hich the Jarvae are hatched 
being laid by the fly on the upper 
portion of the plant

enough so that the plant will be at 
least one inch deeper, after the work 
is completed than it was when grow¬ 
ing in the nursery. Leave the soil a 
little higher in the centre than the 
sides and set the plant on the mound, 
spread out the roots and cover them 
to a depth of about 3 inches with the 
finest of soil shaking the plant suffi¬ 
ciently to work the soil in omongst 
the roots, tramp firmly, add more 
soil to within 3 inches of the surface 
pack and give each plant a pail of 
water. After the plants are all set 
and the water has soaked in fill the 
holes level with the surface. Cultiv¬ 
ate frequently to keep down weeds 
and conserve moisture. For the first 
2 years cultivation may be fairly 
deep in the centre of th^ rows, but 
later shallow cultivation will have to 
be practised as the roots come very 
close to the surface. As soon as the 
fruit has set give the plants a heavy 
mulch of well rotted manure. 

The red currant under favorable 
conditions yields a targe quantity of 
very fine fruit which is mostly borne 
on spurs on wood from 2 to 4 years 
old, differing in this respect from the 
black currant which produces its fruit 
on wood of the previous season’s 
growth. The object of pruning is to 
provide a quantity of fruit bearing 
wood, and keep the buch in pro¬ 
per shape to admit light and sun¬ 
shine. In red currants very little if 
any cutting will be necesstry the first 
year, the following fall remove all 
wood over 3 years old leaving 8 or 
10 main stems of 2 and 3 year old 
wood for current 3 r ear’s crop, and al¬ 
so 6 or 8 strong shoots for a succes¬ 
sion of fruit bearing wood. Remove

Section 16 of The Public Health Act of the Province of Alberta:— WHENEVER A HOUSE¬ 
HOLDER ASCERTAINS OR HAS REASON TO SUSPECT THAT A PERSON WITHIN HIS 
FAMILY OR HOUSEHOLD IS INFECTED WITH ANY OP THE FOLLOWING NOTIFI¬ 
ABLE DISEASES, namely; Smallpox, Chickenpox, Diptheria, Scarlet Fever, Typhoid Fever, 
Measles, German Measles, Whooping Cough, Mumps. Puerperal Fever, etc., etc., HE SHALL 
WITHIN TWELVE HOURS GIVE NOTICE IN WRITING TO THE EXECUTIVE OFFICER 
OF HEALTH, MUNICIPAL OFFICE, CHAUVIN, or to the Councillor for the Ward in which he 
resides (who is the local member of the Local Board of Health of the Municipal District). 

Section 251:— ANY PERSON VIOLATING ANY OF THE PROVISIONS OF THIS ACT 
SHALL, ON SUMMARY CONVICTION BEFORE A JUSTICE OF THE PEACE, BE LIABLE 

TO A PENALTY OF NOT MORE THAN $50 00 ANI) COSTS-THIS APPLIES TO ALL 

PERSONS WHO ARE AWARE OP THE EXISTENCE OF ANY NOTIFIABLE DISEASE. 

PERSONS ATTENDING TO EMERGENCY BUSINESS FOR ANY HOUSEHOLD 
WHERE SUCH DISEASE IS KNOWN TO BE. WHETHER OFFICIALLY QUARANTINED 
OR NOT, MUST NOT LOITER IN STORES OR MEETING PLACES. WHERE POSSIBLE 
THEY MUST HAVE THE GOODS HANDED TO THEM AT THE DOOR OF THE STORE— 
THIS REFERS TO ALL PUBLIC PLACES. 

Whenevver any house has been placed under quarantine, (either by card or verbally) NO 
PERSON THEREIN SHALL LEAVE nor shall the contents +hereof be removed from any such 
house, nor shall any occupant thereof hold communication that might result in spreading infection 
with any person outside such house; no person shall enter such house except attendants, until such 
house, inmates and contents have been properly disinfected and released from quarantine. 

Provided further that any inmate of any infected house may do whatever may be necessary 
in procure medical or other aid in any emergency.

The mmbers will not be 
paid extra indemnity for this special 
session, it is announced. 


Mrs. McClung, of Edmonton, was 
given some information concerning' 
the women’s institutes, to the evect 
that in 1915 there were 42 women’s 
institutes and in 1921 there were 330.. 
The membership in 1921 was 15,300, 
it having been 1400 in 1915. Total 
attendance at demonstrations and 
lectures in 1919 had been 21,000, and 
in 1921 had been 17,691. The local 
Institutes raised $90,000 in 1921. 


In response to Mr. Claypool, of 
Didsbury, Hon. V. W. Smith, min¬ 
ister of railways, told the house 
that, the contract entered into be¬ 
tween the Northern Construction Co. 
on the Alberta Great Waterways rail¬ 
way, on August 31, 1920, has been 
terminated. The province paid the 
company $1,740,447.82 under the 
contract. This averaged 73 per cent 
higher than rates and prices paid by 
other railway companies for similar 
work in Alberta at concurrent per 
iods of time, where contractors did 
not receive free transportation. 


Amendments to the liquor act, 
which will tend to strengthen the 
hands of the government in providing 
for a stricter enforcement of the act, 
have been introduced by the attorney- 
general, Hon. Mr. Brownlee. In 
brief, these maendments are as fol¬ 
lows: 

No change in the principle of the 
present act. 

Government by proclamation, may 
open dispensaries at such places as 
they think advisable. 

Drug stores will be permitted to 
continue the sale of liquor until gov¬ 
ernment dispensaries are established, 
after which they may sell only by 6 
once bottle on prescription. \ 

Incorporated drug stores subject to 
same responsibilities as those not in¬ 
corporated. 

Penalties for unlawful possession 
of liquor other than in a common 
dwelling, increased in minimum from 
$20 to $50. 

Penalties by way of fines not in¬ 
creased but magistrates for first of¬ 
fences may (1) fine; (2) both fine 
and imprison; (3) imprison. 

Liquor act commissioner to be ap¬ 
pointed. 

Government <miay, by order-in¬ 
council, regulate and limit the 
amount of liquor which may be sold 
to “privileged” persons, and deter¬ 
mine the number of, prescriptions 
which may be issued to a physician, 
and also the maximum amount of liq- 
our which may be prescribed. 


The new taxes, it is estimated, 
will bring in $928,000 more to the 
provincial secretary’s department. 
The attorney-general's department is 
exepcted to bring in $1,615,000 more 
than last year. From school lands 
the government expects an increase of 
some $209,474. 

During his speech, the premier re¬ 
ferred to the great necessity of im¬ 
proving the market facilities for agri¬ 
cultural industry, and of securing re¬ 


Premier Greenfield delivered his 
first budget speech in the legislature 
and was the only speaker. There was 
no debate. During the week the esti¬ 
mates were Oaken up and passed. 


The first Saturday session to Too 
held by the hosse was held on last 
Saturday and an ebort in being made 
to conclude a session this week. 
There are still a number of acts to too 
considered, including the amend¬ 
ments to the liquor act and other 
portant legislation. 


The budget statement showed that 
there had been a deficit on current 
account for 1921 of $2,022,3337, the 
total current revenue having been 
$9,064,569, and the expenditure hav¬ 
ing been $11,086,936. Outstanding 
revenue still to be collected for 1921 
afor h the ssc roupAi hshh 
and previously totals $5,294,992. The 
total debt of the province ahd in¬ 
creased a total of $17,961,7330 during 
1921, the total debt, at tthe end of the 
year having been $59,010,256. 


The work was peifformed as ap¬ 
proximately 57 per cent in excess of 
schedule of unit prices set out in the 
contract. It was estimated that the 
province lost $548,000 by reason of 
tl\e contract with the company, and 
that another $70,000 was lost in 
revenue, freight and passengers, 
through the company having free 
transportation on the line.
